TO SHLEP OWNERS 

I niicr tbv pr» M*nt State law 
no slu-ep can U- shipi^’dtrrdriven 
from one county to another with 
out first having Iwn ins|K*cted 
bv tlie ctMinty Live sUark In- 
sjK-ctor, and u certificate given 
that the sheep are free from 
Scabies. 

In order to avoid con fusion and 
probable delay all owners of 
sheep who find any of their Hocks 
out of condition, should have 
them ins{a‘CU‘d a sufficient length 
of time, before shipment to have 
them dipped, if it lie found nec- 
cessary on insi>ection. to have 
them dipi»e(l. The law requires 
diseased sheep to be 
dipi>ed two times before shin 
ment, the last dipping tobefrJI 
ten Ui fourteen days after the 
first. 

If any sheep are found to be 
diseased in any neighborhood it 
would be better for all owners 
of sheep in that neighborhood to 
arrange for an inspection on the 
same day, so as to avoid the ex- 
pense of so many trips by the 
insjiector. I can inspect all sheep 
knpwn to ht* free from disease 
on the day of shipment and is- 
sue certificates for u reasonable 
charge. But owners had better 
not bring in any sheep for ship- 
ment without inspection unless 
they are certain that said sheep 
are free from disease as they 
may have to take them back 
home. 

The law provides that any one 
having diseased shc*ep or know- 
ing of disc‘ase<l sheep, shall im- 
mediately notify the inspector 
and upon his failure to so notify 
the inspector such person is liable 
to fine, and it is also finable of- 
fence for any one to attempt to 
ship disoasi'd sheep without first 
having them insjwcted.
